A cord of stone, tlirec bushels of 
lime and a cubic yard of sand will lay 
one hundred cubic feet of wall. Five 
oourses of brick will lay one foot in 
height on a chimney. Nine bricks in a 
course will make flue eight inches wide 
and twenty inches long, and eight bricks 
in a course will make a fluo eight inches 
wide and sixteen inches long. Eight 
bushels oi good lime, sixteen bushels of 
sand, and one bushel of hair will make 
enough mortar to plaster one hundred 
square yards. One-nfth more siding and 
flooring Is needed than the mimer of 
square feet of surface to be covered, be­ 
cause of the lap in the siding and match­ 
ing Of floor. One thousand laths will 
cover seventy yards of surface, and eleven 
pounds of lath nails will nail them on. 
Okie thousand shingles laid four inches 
to the weather will cover one hundred 
square feet of surface, and five pounds 
of shingle nails will fasten thorn on. 


P roduce a bright .surface by filing a 
piece of metal.

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The Farmers’ Relation to Science. 
It is often the agricultural chemist 
or teacher of agricultural science is ask­ 
ed by a fanner to state just what ho 
should do with land or animals, in or­ 
der that profitable results may follow. 
These requests are often not so much a 
call for information as they are an ex­ 
pressed desire to obtain a rule, recipe, 
or formula that shall be an infallible 
guide to all future operations. A trus­ 
tee of an agricultural college once said 
to the professor of agriculture: “ What 
we wish to do is to tell us just what we 
must put on our farms in order that we 
may get big crops,” meaning that there 
must be some way, known or unknown, 
by which all soils could be made pro­ 
ductive to the desired extent. 
Many farmers seem to be living in 
the expectation that a series of facts 
are to be discovered, and a code of 
rules formulated that will constitute 
their guide book, which will relieve 
them of the inconvenience of facing 
difficult and disagreeable problems. 
To be sure, some pretend to distrust 
science, and say that the farmer must 
depend on himself alone; but such dis­ 
trust arises in many cases from the fact 
that science has not helped them out of 
all the hard places, so that they still 
have difficulties. 
This stationary condition of expectan­ 
cy, waiting for the scientist to dig out 
the 
summum-bonum of agricultural 
knowledge, which can be used as the 
housewife uses a recipe for bread mak­ 
ing, has been of harm to the progress 
of agriculture. 
It does not seem prob­ 
able that agricultural practice will ad­ 
mit of very many universally best 
methods. 
At least, such is not the case 
now, and farmers need to be more 
fully impressed with the fact. The 
main operations of the farm can only 
by chance allow the profitable use of 
the same details of practice in A’s case 
that would be wise in B's, neither is it 
the business of science to provide a 
creed of farm practice that shall con­ 
tain anything beyond great underlying 
principles. 
The determination of al­ 
most all the rules of practice best 
adapted to a farmer's particular cir­ 
cumstances rests with the farmer him­ 
self. 
We would, if possible, place the 
matter in such a light as to more sharp­ 
ly define the relation which the farm­ 
er’s own observation and knowledge.on 
the one hand, and the generalizations 
of science on the other, bear to the 
sphere of individual effort. 
Science teaches principles only. The 
rule for action is the outcome of the 
application of principles to the condi­ 
tions of practice. Chemistry teaches 
that lime transforms aud decomposes, 
and what its action is under particular 
circumstances, but it is left with each 
individual to decide when and where to 
apply lime in his farm practice. Chem­ 
istry teaches that superphosphates fur­ 
nish plant food, but this is only show­ 
ing that they can boused when needed. 
Not every farm may respond profitably 
to their use. Chemical analysis re- 
decides as to the relative composition 
and value of cottage-seed meal, but 
each dairyman is left to economically 
combine it with his other cattle foods, 
although he may have certain estab­ 
lished principles to aid him in produc­ 
ing such combinations, 
In every agricultural problem there 
is the science side and the farmer side, 
the latter being often the more diffi­ 
cult. 
The 
farmer stands between 
principles ou the one hand, and the 
conditions of his farming on the other, 
and of the proper application of prin­ 
ciples to conditions comes the correct 
practice. 
Other tilings being equal, 
then, the farmer who has the best 
knowledge of principles has the best 
practice ; in other words, the educated 
farmer may be the best farmer. 
It 
would be convenient if agricultural 
practice could be so simplified as to 
render unnecessary any special study 
or preparation on the part of the tillers 
of the soil. 
We should then be sure of 
maximum good results, even from the 
ignorant, 
tam . > 
* to boast of 
; the good sense aud sterling qualities of 
I their class, and tliey «ecra to think that 
because of these things they deserve 
success. 
But do matter how much we 
may admire the citizen and the roan. 
if he does not possess a certain kind of 
knowledge esp e e ia lh ^ ^ y j^ J. m 
pay 'th e penalty I i

deficiency. 
Men belabor 
science for its mistakes and its inabil­ 
ity to do certain things, but they must 
remember that neither now nor at any 
other time can science stand in the 
place which the farmer fails to occupy; 
nor can it secure the best results ex­ 
cept through the medium of a mind fit­ 
ted to comprehend its teachings. This, 
then, is equivalent to saying that farm­ 
ing is not an occupation especially for 
the unlettered and those of low ca 
pacity; and, moreover, that there are 
to-day tillers of the soil who ara but 
bunglers, and for whom science has 
few benefits. Fertilizer formulas, or 
any fonnuias designed for the use of 
those who cannot tind out their own 
needs, are but sorry makeshifts, and 
are only the outcome of necessity, 
necessity based on ignorance. 
The 
farmer must discover and decide some 
things for himself, or, in case of a fail­ 
ure to this, pay a costly penalty.

number of hours, but sleep as long as

gives two methods of starting a balky 
horse : I. Tire your steed out by re­ 
maining perfectly quiet until he starts 
of his own accord. 
2. When a horse 
refuses to draw at all, put hun in a cai 
in a shed and keep hint there until he 
walks out. 
In one instance the ob­ 
stinate one was thirty-six hours iii the 
shafts before he gave in. 
A tablespoonful of black pepper 
will prevent gray or buff linens from 
spotting, if stirred into the first water 
in whi<m they are washed. 
It will also 
prevent the colors running in washing 
black or colored cambrics or muslins, 
and the water is not injured by it, but 
just as soft as before the pepper was 
put in.— Western Journal. 
—“One cow’s milk” may be worse 
than the mixed article, as proven by a 
case in which a baby fed on the milk of 
one cow, sickened and died of tubercu­ 
lar disease, the cow itself dying two 
months later of tuberculosis. Had the 
milk of that cow been mixed with milk 
obtained from a dozen others, the child 
would not have received daily such 
large doses of the diseased milk, and 
might have lived. 
Probably condensed 
milk is as safe a food as can be used 
when there is any doubt as to the qual­ 
ity of the ordinary milk served to a 
family.—Health and Culture.

Take eight nice 
apples (sour ones are the best), peel, 
core and cut them in half; place them 
in a shallow stew-pan, with four ounces 
of lump sugar, a few cloves, a little 
cinnamon, a small piece of lemon peel, 
and a half-pint of water. 
Put the stew­ 
pan on the back of the stove, so that 
they may boil gently. 
\\ hen they hax e 
become quito soft, remove them, and 
let the syrup boil away, reducing it to a 
couple of tablespoonfuls, then strain it 
over the apples. 
Having well-washed 
a half-pound of rice, put it with a quart 
of water, into a stew pan; let it remain 
on the tire until it boils, then drain oft 
the water and add to the rice one pint 
of milk, four ounces of white sugar, and 
the thin rind of a lemon. 
Put this back 
on the stove, and when the rice is thor­ 
oughly cooked, remove the lemon rind 
ami work into it I I I yolks of throe 
eo-es. 
Put it all in a baking dish, in 
which it must be served. 
I lace the 
apples on the top. and cover the whole 
thoroughly with the whites of eggs, 
beaten to a still froth, with one or two 
tablespoonfuls of white sugar. Sprinkle 
sugar over it. and bake for half an hour 
in acool oven.
